Dear Dr. Falconer, 

Very many thanks for your report of the University 
for the year ending 3Oth.June I9I5, which has just come to hand, 
and which I shall peruse with a great deal of interest. I have, 
I regret, nothing to send back to you in return unless it be 
the enclosed, which you might care to see as dealing with the 
spiritual lessons of the present conflict. 

By the way, while I am writing to you, might I venture 
to say that it would confer a very great favour upon the Clergy 
of the city contiguous to your University Convocation dall, if 
you could arrange for some other hour for holding your Students' 
service than that of eleven o'clock, which is, ss you know, a 
generally observed hour for the holding of the Morning Services 
of the Churches. The truth is thet the distinguished Preachers 
whom you are able to secure for your Services are drawing away 
large numbers of our congregations, and,to that extent, demoral- 
izing our Services. Have you and the other authorities ever 
considered the English University system of holding such Services 
in the afternoon, or have you ever considered the question of 
limiting the attendance to your students and Staff ? Doubtless, 


you have given consideration to both these points. But the fact, 


however, remains that I have before me a strong and earnest 
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reanuest to communicate with you, and to see if something can- 


not be done to alter what is felt by many of the Clergy as 
Clashing with their own Parochial Services. I1 think I know 


you well enough,and your considerate and judicial mind, to 


lay this frankly before you, with the earnest hope that you

may be able to discover some way out of what at the present 
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time is felt to be a real grievance.
